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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response tot the amendment filed on August 16, 2010. 
Claims 13-27 are pending in this application. 



Withdrawn Rejections/Objections : 

Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of applicant's 
amendments and/or remarks. 



The following rejections are necessitated by the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 



The newly added claim 13 recites: 
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pro-., i. led that the compound is not 




or a salt thereof . 

which lacks description in the specification as filed. Applicant did not indicate where in the 
application as filed the excluded compound is disclosed or where in the application the above 
exclusion finds support. Applicant did not demonstrate possession of the compound that has 
been excluded. MPEP § 2173.05(i) states that "Any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso 
must have basis in the original disclosure". See also Ex parte Grasselli, 23 1 USPQ 393 (Bd. 
App. 1983), aff 'd mem., 738 F.2d 453 (Fed. Cir. 1984). The mere absence of a positive 
recitation is not basis for an exclusion. Any claim containing a negative limitation which does 
not have basis in the original disclosure should be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "general concentration impairments, concentration 
impairments in children with learning and memory problems" in lines 5-6. There is insufficient 
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antecedent basis for this limitation in claim 22 on which claim 26 is dependent. Claim 22 recites 
'a method of treating a condition concerning impairment of learning and memory' and the above 
conditions are with respect to 'concentration impairments'. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bagli, EP 
130735. The reference teaches pyrimidine compounds having pharmaceutical therapeutic 
activity, see formula (I) in page 3 and the compounds of the Examples, particularly the 
compound disclosed in Example 9 (page 23). The reference compounds are taught to be useful 
as pharmaceutical therapeutic cardiotonic agents for increasing cardiac contractility, see page 2. 
The instant claims exclude reference disclosed compound, however, the instant claims include 
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structural analogs thereof. The instant claims are drawn to species that fall within the reference 
disclosed genus. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the reference compounds to prepare the structural analog. One having 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to prepare the instantly claimed compounds 
because such structurally analogous compounds are expected to possess similar properties. It has 
been held that compounds that are structurally analogous to prior art compounds are prima facie 
obvious, absent a showing of unexpected results. 

Duplicate Claims 

Applicant is advised that should claim 1 8 be found allowable, claim 19 will be objected 
to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, 
despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other 
as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). Claim 19 differs 
from claim 18, only by an intended use recitation in the preamble, and does not materially differ 
from claim 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-25 and 27 are allowed. The references of record do not teach or fairly suggest 
a method of treating of impairments of learning and memory by administering the compounds of 
the instant claims. 
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Receipt is acknowledged of the Information Disclosure Statement filed on June 28, 2010 
and a copy is enclosed herewith.
